Students to protest bomb

McGill students have been asked by ttie Students' Council Executive to participate 
in anlunprecedented nationwide blockade of the Canada-Unitçd States border, between 
nooli^ncirpni today. 

Buses will leave McGill at 1030 am, taking demonstrators to various border 
crossings near Champlaln. N.Y., and Dorval Airport, where they will attempt to stop 
traffic from the U.S. for an hour. 

People are expected to lie on the road to block cars.

Oliver may not show 
at Council meeting

Dr. Michael Oliver, Academic Vice-Prindpal of M<CiU Uni- 
versity, and another unnamed senator are expected to address to- 
night's Council meeting, for the purpose of recomniending a perma- 
nent nominating process for student on senate committees. 

However, confirmation of their attendance, at this btc date, has 
not been given despite the fact that Senate has ah-eady announced 
its intention of sending representatives to the Council meeting. 

The determination of a permanent nominating process for stu- 
dent representation of senate committees hangs suspended in a cloud 
of conflicting interests. 

The administration has no objection to the presence of students, 
on these comnûttees. However, it does object to any decrease in 
its power from the nomitijiling process of these student members. 

Last week's Council meeting saw the defeat bf an Executive- 
sponsored compromise position for nominating people. External 
Affairs Vice-President Martin Shapiro, maintains that the defeat of 
this motion was accidental. He expressed confidence in its adoption 
at tonight's meeting. 

The compromise position gives the administration pownr to veto 
a student-selected slate of nominees. However, this veto does not ap- 
ply in the event 'that Coùndl returns the identical slate again after 
the veto. 

Tonight's agenda will also consider the adoption of a policy sta- 
tement regarding tlie recent events in St. Leonard. Vice-President 
Shapiro fivours a middle-of-the-road position. "The greater use of 
French must be .supported", he said, "but we must ako uphold En- 
glish minority rights in St Leonard". 



Hie action is bang taken to 
protest tomorrow's sdieduled un- 
derground nuclear explosion on 
the Aleutian Island of Amchitka.

In a statement rdeased yes- 
terday afternoon by Students' So- 
dety President Julius Grey, Ex- 
ternal Vice-I>rerident Martin 
Shapiro, and Internal Vice-Presi- 
dent Dave Young, the monbers of 
the Executive threw their support 
betiind the blockade. According to 
Grey, the decision was taken be- 
cause "we fed that the actions of 
thè United States are completdy 
unjustified, and contrary to all 
norms of bdiavtor. 

"it is about time we stopped 
ignoring , tills type of encroach- 
ment on human rights," be added. 

Hie Executive statement was 
in response to a telegram sent 
by the students' soddy presi- 
dents of the University bf Eteitish 
Columbia, the University of Vic- 
toria, and Simon Ftaser Univer- 
sity. 

The t^egram urged students 
throughout Canada to stage a "to- 



tal blockade" of all U.S. border 
points in protest against the ex- 
plosion, and eiiKcssed concern 
about "possible environmental 
poisoning, disruption of ecological 
balance, and danger of seismic 
(fisasters."

Hie Amdiitka expkision has 
been the object of much Canadian 
protest. In Montreal, the Voice 
of Women, a Canada-wide peace 
organization composed mainly of 
mothers, has been picketing the 
U.S. Consulate at McGregor Ave. 
and Côte des Ndges between 8 
am and 8 pm every day since last 
Saturday. - 

The demonstratois, who num- 
ber about a dozen at any one 
time, have been jdned by stu- 
dents of both sexes. Police asked 
them to move yesterday, but the 
group refused, and no action was 
taken.. 

Mis. Clare Culhane, the pro- 
vincial president of the Voice of 
Women, said: "It is fdt that Uie 
dangers inherent in this proposed 



testing are the direct result of 
this country's silent acquiescence 
in the devastation of Vietnam." 

Although the demonstration is 
bdng organized by the McGill 
Executive, Loyola students are 
also expected to partidpate. At 
press time. Sir George Williams 
Univenity, l'Université de Mont-^ 
réal had given no indication that 
they would join in the blodade. . 

Hie Loyola Students' Coundl 
Executive announced last night 
their offidal . endonation of the 

march. 

Immediatdy after the announce- 
ment of the demonstration, stu- 
dent reaction was divided. Many 
students expressed traditional 
McGiU apathy. 

Most of those who expressed 
an opinion showed somo degree 
of support for the demonstra- 
tion. A few, however, indicated 
disgust at the proliferation of 
demonstrations over the last few 
years. 

Hiey asked to have SOO copies 
of the Daily distributed on the' 
Loyola campus to inform students 
when and whence the demonstra- 
tors are leaving for' the border, 
and to encourage them to par- 
tidp^^

time to notify students of the

VANCOUVER (CUP) - A British Columbia student protest against thç scheduled Tbuisday 
unde^und testing of a US^tomic device on Amchitka Island In the Aleutians is rai^dly snow- 
balding into a national student mobilization against the project. 

In a protest conceived by the Student Council at the University of Victoria, Six B.C. post- 
secondary institutions will blockade the largest border crossing in western Canada for an hour or 
more today be^nning at noon P.D.T. - and at least six other universities across the country have 
already agreed to undertake similar action. 



SFU authorities 
begin crackdown 

BURNABY (CUP) - The threat of admlnlstraUve repression which 
has been hanging over the heads of striking faculty In SFU'S Depart- 
ment of Political Science, Sociology, and Anthrology, began to mate- 
rialize Monday as the SFU Administration made its- first move toward 
suspeh^on and dismissal of the strikers. 

■ And the move by the Administration has brought counter-reponses 
from student and faculty outsice the PSA Department? which has 
spread the 7 day old strike into other departments of the University. 

In individual letters to 11 PSA faculty members who are taking 
part in the strike. Acting Vice-Presidât LM. Srivastava set a 
deadline'of S pm PDT today for their ciapitulation to an administrative 
demand that they teach all regularly scheduled classes, using course 
material described in the SFTJ calendar and approved by the acade- 
micsenate. 

A promise by the faculty to comply with the Administration demand, 
first made Sept. 24, the day the strike b^an. would amount to the vir- 
tual ending of the strike by the professors. 

"If you bil to respond or your answers are negative, it is my in- 
tention to; recommend to the President that he immediately suspend 
you and institute dismissal procedures against you." 

The Administration claims failure to comply with the ultimatum 
will constitute sufficient grounds or "breach of contracf'by the faculty 
and termination of contract by the Administration. 

Five professors In the 16-man PSÀ department did not comply 
with the ovenrhdming vote in favor of the strike hi the first place:' 
striking PSA members began picketing the classes of the faculty 
"scabs" Tuesday. 

Six striking PSA foculty have written respond to the administra- 
tive ultimatum, entitled "Who has broken contract with whom?" but 
their respond has had limited drculation. Mendiers of the requisition 
form for paper required to driiulate the document 
supporting the PSA to join the strike. 

At a special meeting of the History Students' Association Tuesday 
members vited near unanimous endorsement of the strike action of 
history students to begin at 12 :30 pm PDT tomorrow. 

Approximately 250 History students out of a total enrollment of 
750 attended the meeting: 150 voted in favor of the strike. The Students 
abo called upon the faculty and the Department to support the strike. 

The faculty have not yet responded to the request. 



B.C. organizen hope 3fi00 
students in SO busses will descend 
on the border crossing at Dou- 
glas, B.C. where they hope to stop 
all northbound Canada-U.S. traf- 
fic hi protest against the schedul- 
ed 12 m^ton blast, which will 
go off near a' major fault in the 
earth's crust. 

. Students from the University of 
Victoria, Simon Fraser Univer- 
sity, the University of British 
Coluniiia, Capilano Regional Col- 
lege, Vancouver City College and 
the Vancouver Sdiool of Art wiU 
be involved hi the B.C. demon- 
stration, and some Victoria stu- 
dents are also planning to block 
international feny terminals on 
. Vancouver Island, as well as Vic- 
toria International Airport. Ap- 
proiimately 100 students at B.C. 
Selkirk College have also decided 
to join the protest, and they will 
travel to the nearest border 
crossing at Northport, B.C. .to 
obstruct traffic there. 

More than 100 demonstrators 
marched in protest outside the 
U.S. consulate in downtown Van- 
couver Monday to protest against 
thetest. 

Hie UBC Alma Mater Society 
last Monday sent tdegrams to 
approrimatdy 70 student coun- 
dl across Canada, asking stu- 
dents to plan similar actions in 
thdrownvidnities. 

UBC administration President 
Walter Gage said Tuesday he 
would not caned classes for stu- 
dents wishing to take part hi the 
protest, but several members of 
the UBC faculty have declared 
they will hold thdr classes in the 
road at the border crossing. 

So far, students at Mount St. 
- Vincent University and St. Mary's 
University at Hali^ have indicat- 
ed they plan to picket Halifax 
airport, students at Brock and 
McMaster Universities hi Onta- 
rio will blodc the border at sev- 
eral Ontario paints, and students 
at McGill and Sir George WilBams 
Universities in Montreal have 
said they 'vill attempt to block 
Qudiec border crossingi. 

Hie govenunent of B.C. also 
protested to Ottawa where it was 
revealed that a note had been sent 
to Washington September 19, 
which said tliat an dement of risk 
and injury or damage to persons 
or propôty in Canada "cannot 
be ditirely dimhiated." The Ca- 
nadian Government, the note said, 
cannot be regarded as "aoquies- 
dng" in the holding of the test

- and would have to.hold the U.S. 
"responsible for any damage .or 
injury to Canadians, to Canadkn

in a press rdease issued 
yesterday the Canadian Union of 
Students also added its voice to 
the protest. The national union, 
CUS said, "Rejects the assump- 
tion of the United States that it 
has the right to make unilateral 
decisions which will affect the 
Canadian people. CUS supports 
the border demonstratioas agahist 
these infringements on human 
rights and Canadian soverdgnty. 

"At the same time, CUS der 
plore the lack of action taken by 
the Canadian government to pro- 
tect the rights of its dtiiens. 
and halt the continmng nudear 
arms race." . 

Mitcheil Sharp. Mbiister of 
External Affairs, has sent a 
tdegram to the University of Vic- 
toria Student Coundl, ori^nators 
of the scheme, applauding the 
move and wishing the demonstrat- 
ois^success.in halting the test, 
whidi^is^'raising controversy on 
both sides of the border due to 
possible geological and ecological 
side-dfects. ' 



A press secretary to U.S. pres- 
ident Nixon told the UBC student 
newspaper, the Ubyssey, that 
Nixon refiéed to make any com- 
ment on any matter rdated to the 
atomic test. 

Accordbg to UBC ecolo^t 

Robin Harger, the test could gen- 
erate a "massive earthquake" or 
tidal waves. 

"It's impossible to know what ■ 
vrill happen because nobody has 
ever set off an atomic bomb next 
to a major fault system," he said.

Tomorrow the United States 
will explode a nuclear device in 
the Aleutians. Today there will 
be demonstrations across Cana- 
da. 

Plans have been - made to 
blockade the US-Canadian bor- 
der for an hour. The organizers ' 
of this protest are not so de- 
luded to believe that they vA\l 
be able to prevent the U.S. from 
going ahead with its atomic test. 
The MIRV system (the Amer- 
ican answer to the hypothetical . 
Russian ABM), is a top priority 
for the Pentagon. The purpose 
of the demonstration is merely 
to channel Canadian resentment 
against this callous threat to the 
security and physical well-being 
ofmanidnd. 

Assuming that this demon- 
stration is successful, and as- 
suming that similar demonstra- 
tions are successful throughout 
the world, what effect can this 
have? So called "world opinion" 
lias beenlihobilized on a series 
of issues: genocide in Biafra, 
apartheid in South Africa,' in- 
vasions of Czechoslovakia. The 
Dominican Republic, Viet Nam, 
Tibet, Korea, Guatemala, etc... 
to what end? 

Of course world opinion is 
one of the factors which is taken 
into consideration in interna- 
tional politics: it comes some- 
where after diplomatic etiquette 
on the check-off list. 

There are practical reasons 
for ignoring it. The "humani- 
tarian" motives which mobilize 
^^^^^g^do not mobilize 



international action. Appeal to 
these values is far less effective 
than appeal to nationalism, reli- 
gious^ or racial bigotry, class 
intérêts or blood ties. 

World opinion is also a rath- 
er ephemeral phenomenon barely 
lasting till the morning after the 
last lie-in. Today it is the U.S. 
that outrages its sensibilities, to- 
morrow it will be the Soviets. 
Even the few instances when 
world opinion produced action 
have been evidence of its inef-' 
fectiveness. The boycotts of 
South Africa and Rhodesia will 
be failures as long as there are 
countries that put monetary 
gains over humanitarian inter- 
ests. Within the present context 
we may safely extrapolate the 
conclusion that such countries 
will always exist. 

The Super Powers will icon- 
tinue^tbl disregard the pious 
murmiirings of world opinion. 
They will continue to follow 
their own interests in deter- 
mining national and international 
politics. 

For this situation to change, 
.the governments of these coun- 
tries must be changed. That 
will entail more energetic means 
than border blockades or flagel- 
lation in Montreal Star Editorial. 

In the meantime we can ex- 
pect to see more demonstra- 
tions. There will be plenty of 
students, a few concerned facul- 
ty, the proverbial little-old-la- 
dy-in-tennis-shoes, and with luck 
a "worker". God bless them. ,

Chartrand-Lemîeux: who's on first? 



French Canadian nationalism 
knows how it feols, and what 
it wants, but not where it's 
going. 

Monday's meeting at theUni- 
niversité de Montréal featur- 
ing Michel Chartrand and Ray- 
mond Lemicux, revealed the 
lack of direction within the - 
Quebec Nationalist movement. 
It also illustrated why Ray- 
mond Lcmieux and^liis;Ugue 
pour rintcgratioiî Scolaire have 
risen to the forefront of the 
movement. ^ 

The English commwd^^'in 
Montreal is most cbiicerned 
with the linguistic- battle 
smouldering within tlie provin- 
ce. However, at the base of 
demands concerning language 
of education is the issue of 
language of worlc:The fund- 
amental basis of both these is- 
sues is the economic cleavage 
which divides Quebec society - 
along the lines of language. 

Michel Chartiand, Presi- 




dent of the Montreal Central 
Coucnil of the CI^, is most 
concerned by the economic 
disparities between English 
and French. He passionately 
wants these corrected. 

For him socialism is the 
only answer - the only way of 
giving , French Canadians con- 
trol of the economy. 

He' believes tlut linguistic 
victories arc meaningless 
without a radical tnmsfonna- 
Uon of the society. 

At Monday's meeting he 
challenged U of M students to 
worlc towards this goal. 

Chartrand said that he want- 
ed the students to work for these 
changes within (he university 
and within the larger society. 
He challenged the .<students to 
this task because the woriters of 
the province are too insecure 
econii/nflcally to become ram- 
cal activists. However the 
reacpAn of the students was 
mixed. 

In.the first place, only a seg- 
ment of the stiident body at 
the U de M are dedicated so- 
dalists. Many do hot «ànt radi- 
cal social change beyond lin- 
guistic reforms. 

Secondly, even those stu- 
dents who desire a sodalist 
Quebec, don't know how to go 
about creating it 

This is where Lcmieux 
comes in. Lcmieux wants uni- 
lingualism first He offers 
both limited objectives, which 
appeal to a broader spcclnim 
of students, as well as a dyna- 
mic program of political ac- 
tion. 



The targets are local school 
boards, Uie Paget Bill and the 
Gendron Commission. 

His formula is to apply 
pressure in these specific ar- 
eas and organize demonstra- 
tions. Consequently, Lemieux 
has become a political Ttgure 
while Chartrand remains a 
■charming speaker. 

For Uie future it appears 
that Lemieux will remain in 
the headlines as long as he 
limits his concern to unilin- 
gualism. Chartrand admits Uiat 
Uie< workers are reluctant so- 
cialists. 

WheUier the French stu- 
dents themselves truly desire 
a socialist Quebec remains an 
open question. Otic gets the 
impression that most French 
students would be satisfied if 
the system changed enough to 
allow Uiem to get to the top. 

In the meantime, the work- 
ers may have to wait

which is to be achieved by play- 
ing Uie "great game of know- 
ledge". Assuming, for. the sake 
of argument out of respect for the 
great man, Uiat Ui^ are the 
definitioiis of worthwhile educa- 
Uon whiqn McGill should foster 
in 1969, I would ask him where 
it is to be found. Surely not in his

I am a Ph. D. 2 student in 
chemical engineering. When 
1 was living in Germany, I 
applied to MoGIII for graduate 
work in 1968-69 and received 
in June of that year Depart- 
ment approval to register as 
a second year Ph. D. student 
In the letter that accompanies 
this form it states that "for 
those with an acceptable mas- 
ter degree, entering as second 
year Ph. D. students, the 
equivalent of two full courses 
is required. There are no re> 
quirements concerning the 
choice of these two courses, 
and the choice is based on the 
^udenfs interests and back- 
ground." 

. Thus, since I was accepted 
as Ph.D.2 i naturally assumed 
that i could choose my own 
courses. 

When I arrived at McGlll 
In September, however, the 
department said that I would 
be registered as a Ph. D. 1 
student and would have to take 
five full courses. After some 
extensive arguments, though, 
the department finally agreed 
to Ph. D. 2 and five half cour- 
ses, of which three were 
obligatory. Since there was 
no alternative, I agreed. 

But the point remains. 
Was there not a definite de- 
viation In what the Chairman 
wrote to me when I was in 
Germany, and what the depart- 
ment later said to me when 
1 arrived in Canada? I think 
there is. Therefore, after an 
unhappy year at McGill, I 
have decided to return home.

It is true Uiat Mr. Peterson 
was accepted as Ph. D. 2 in 
chemical en^neering. 

The Faculty of Graduate Stu-' 
dies and Research 1968-69 
booklet, which accompanied the 
general letter, states, however, 
"The course work undertaken 
by a Ph. D. candidate wiU be 
dedded by tiie Department in 
light of his academic qualifica- 
tions, tlie requirements of his 
research, and his own research." 

Normilly, it is not a difficult 
matter to make such a general 
statement regarding course 
requirements- for students who 
have completed an acceptable 
Bachelor's or Master's degree. 
However a number of institutions, 
especially in Europe, offer a 
diploma instead of the Bachelor's 
or Master's degrees. 

In such cases, the departmental 
policy is to evaluate each diploma 
on the basis of its own merits 
with an eye to maintaining high 
academic standards. 



When Mr. Peterson jdned 
Uie Department with an engineer- 
ing diploma from the Technische 
Hochschule Aachen, he held 
extensive meeUngs with the 
Graduate Standards Committee. 
On the basis of these discussions, 
and' a detailed evaluation of his 
backgroiind,i^.tbe.' committee re- 
conunindei] Uiè following : 

1) Uiat Mr. Peterson be ad- 
mitted as Ph. D. 2, Uius receiving 
one full year residence credit 
for his work at Aachen; , 

2) tiiat Mr. Petersen be ex- 
empted firom half of the course 
requirements that are normally 
compulsory for students entering 
the department with an acceptable 
bachelor's degree. 

Thus, he was asked to com- 
plete five half courses insi^d 
of Uie usual 10 .half courses. 
Some of Uiese courses were 
spedficd in order to bring the 
level of his chemical engineering 
background in line with students ' 
holding an acceptable master's 
degree. • ^' 

It is unfortunate Uiat because 
of.a breakdown of communication 
between Mr. Petersen and the 
Chemical Engineering Depart- 
ment, this whole series of events 
had to occur. 

The department should be 
faulted spedfically for tiieir 
statement In the standard letter: 

"For those with an acceptable 
Master's degree, entering as 
second year Ph. D. students,' 
the equivalent of two full courses 
. is required. There arc no re- 
quirements concerning the ' 
dioice of Uiese two courses, 
and' the choice is based on the 
student's interests and back- 
ground." 

Mr. Petersen, though, should, 
not have relied solely on just 
one stan&rd letter. If he had any 
doubts that his diploma of en^- 
neering was- not an acceptable 
master's degree here at McGill, 
he should have written a letter 
to the department asking for a 
further explanation on just 
where he stood. In tliis way any 
future difficulties would have 
been avoided.
